partment of commerce and labor, of 
which Miss Julia (’. Lathrop is chief, 
lias just issmxl it> first monograph 
a plea for tin* complete registration 
of all births. 
The pamphlet points 
out that not a single state in the Union 
has a thoroughly effective registration 
system, and that in 1910 the New 
England states, Michigan and 
Peim 
sylvania were the only states where 
laws were sufficiently well enforced 
to register nine births out of ten, and‘ 
nine out of ten is poor registration. 
Good vital statistics are needed to 
enable 
those 
working 
for 
public 
health to detect bad conditions and 
select the proper social remedy for 
them. 
Immediate notification is nec­ 
essary so 
that 
the individual baby 
born under adverse conditions may 
be sent the assistance which can b" 
so readily given by the health author­ 
ities, visiting nurses, and other social 
agencies. 
Sir Arthur Newsholme. the
